Beginning on Wednesday, Oc¬ 
tober 9 , Aruba hosted a three 
day conference offering the 
opportunity for technology in¬ 
novators from around the 
world and energy legislators 
from the Caribbean to meet, 
learn and network. Tins was 
the fourth Green Aruba Energy 
Conference, tins year, partne¬ 


ring with the Caribbean Re¬ 
newable Energy Forum, 
CREF, expanding the annual 
event to a wider regional and 
international audience. The 
marketplace alone was far more 
extensive, showcasing some of 
the most cutting edge techno¬ 
logy m renewable energy. 

One of the booths attracting 


an enormous audience was that 
of Hydro stor : out of Toronto, 
Canada. Earher tins year, 
Aruba's energy and water 
plant, W.E.E , began distribu¬ 
ting an infomercial regarding 
their efforts to fulfill the stated 
goal of Aruba being 100% sus¬ 
tainable m regards to energy 
sources and carbon emissions. 
W.E.B management is dili¬ 
gently and vigorously pursuing 
tins goal, as management be¬ 
lieves that the price of oil will 
continue to rise, and the 
volatile oil market will cripple 
island economies that continue 
to rely on oil as their principal 
energy source One of the 
methods they extol in then in¬ 
fomercial is underwater sto¬ 
rage of surplus energy 

Since more than six months 
ago, W.E.B had begun negoti¬ 
ating with Hydro star regarding 
an underwater storage facility 
for the excess energy produced 
by the Vader Piet Wind Farm 
during off-peak demand hours 
Tins agreement was signed 
and confirmed during the 
Gre en Arub a Energy / C R E F 
event. They will be construc¬ 
ting and installing a 1MGW 
system about 275 meters 
below die sea and around 1.5 
KLM offshore, close to the 
Vader Piet. Wind Farm on the 
north eastern side of die island 
It will provide a duration of six 
hours of energy, a hattery of 
sorts, that will store the excess 
to meet the demands during 
certain peak times of the day

As of February 1 st of tins year 
all NV, VBA and AVV have 
tiie obligation ta submit a re¬ 
port of their annual financial 
activity to the Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry. Tins 
obligation is one of the re¬ 
quirements of the Financial 
Action Task Force (FATF) to 
increase the control and super¬ 
vision of all these companies 
For those whose fiscal year 
runs from January to Decem¬ 
ber, die deadline to approve the 
financial statement was J1 st of 
August 20 12 In view of the 
many questions that the Cham¬ 
ber has been receiving, they 
have decided to publish tins in¬ 
formation. 

If directors of a company 
do not succeed in submitting 
the report within eight months 
after the end of the fiscal year 
at their shareholders assembly, 
they can request an extension 
for a maximum of six months. 
During the shareholders meet¬ 
ing it will be decided if the pe¬ 
tition will be honored If 
approved, the approval must 
be submitted within 8 days at 
the Chamber of Commerce 

The same applies to the 
shareholders assembly, the 
company has the obligation to 
keep minutes of the meeting in 
winch the decision was taken 
to extend the period to submit 
their report. These minutes 
must be kept m a safe place in 


the office of the company. 

Bear m mind that the exten¬ 
sion is not requested of the 
Chamber, but is made to the 
shareholders. The Chamber is 
the institution required to store 
the financial reports of all 
companies. The Chamber is 
not responsible for making the 
request for extensions. How¬ 
ever the Chamber noticed that 
certain companies do not. sub¬ 
mit tlisir year financial report 

Hie Chamber should be 
notified of the decision of the 
shareholders by submitting a 
copy of the minutes m which 
said decision was taken. Hus 
notification must be submitted 
together with form Id and a 
valid identification of the di¬ 
rector 

Obligation to submit 
registry of shareholders: 

In addition to the annual finan¬ 
cial report, all NV VBA and 
AW must also submit a copy 
of their registry of sharehold¬ 
ers to the Chamber. The Board 
of the company is required to 
maintain said registry up to 
date Hie period for safekeep¬ 
ing of said registry is ten years 
and all shareholders have the 
tight to review tins registry 
During the entire year names 
of shareholders, their address, 
type of action, right to vote, 
amount deposited and date ac¬ 
quired must be noted in the 
registry 


Contents of the annual 
financial report: 

Hus document must contain 
the basic aspects of a financial 
report, that is 

- A balance sheet 

- A profit and loss report 

- An explanatory note 

Bear in mind that for the fi¬ 
nancial report to be valid it 
must have the signatures of 
each member of the Board and 
every member of the board of 
commissi oners, if this is appli¬ 
cable for the company. 

Hie Board should sign the 
document after approval by the 
shareholders during the share¬ 
holder assembly, tins within S 
days after the document is fin¬ 
ished. 

Pro c edur e for submittin g 

the financial report to 
the Chamber: 

After approval by the share¬ 
holders and signed by the 
Board of Directors and Board 
of Commissioners, a copy of 
the registry of shareholders 
and form 1 6 must be submitted 
to the Chamber. Hie financial 
report and the registry of 
shareholders is not for public 
scrutiny, except if the company 
has no objection to this. 

Hie new laws have introduced 
vailous sanctions to help the 
Chamh er to exerci se her ro le in 
the safe keeping of documents 
and for the supervision 
process These laws include 
heavy fines and severe con¬ 
trols. in a follow up commu¬ 
nique the Chamber will 
explain in detail regarding this 
control and the new sanctions.

Since moving to their new, 
expanded center in Pntnavera 
a few years ago, FAVI has 
vastly increased and moder¬ 
nized their programs and tech¬ 
nology They have refined their 
testing procedures for detec¬ 
ting visual impairment from a 
very young age, and developed 
special treatment rooms to 
stimulate the sight of babies 
and youngsters that are visu¬ 
ally impaired, thus improving 
their chances of not losing 
their eyesight completely. 

They also offer social inter¬ 
action and a community that 
allows Aruba's visually im¬ 
paired and blind continual 
stimulation and the opportu¬ 
nity to learn new skills

The remarkably ample system 
solves tiie ever-present problem 
when relying on renewable en¬ 
ergy sources, such as sola]' or 
wind power, of interim ttencies 
end lack of production at night 
Dr when winds die down. 

Hydro star's CEO, Curtis 
Van Walleghem and. President 
Cameron Lewis, designer of the 
system, cordially agreed to an 
exclusive interview with THE 
MORNING NEWS 

TMN: This is the first con¬ 
ference where Hyrostor is pro¬ 
moting its system publicly? 

CVW: Yes, w r e stalled the 
company about four years ago 
We have been working on the 
engineering and validating die 
design This is the first confe¬ 
rence we are attending to say 
we are open for business. 

TMN: How large an initial 
facility are you going to install 


on Aruba? 


CVW: The on share is about 
ten meters by ten meters, lo¬ 
cated adjacent to the Vader Piet 
wind station. The underwater is 
about the size of a football field 
about three meters high 

TMN; From what w r e un¬ 
derstand, Aruba has elected to 
contract for hard, fixed storage 
as opposed to the inflatable 
storage depicted m their in¬ 
fomercial Correct? 

CVW: Correct. We offer 
two different types of designs 
for underwater storage: a hard 
wall, largely out of concrete, 
tiie other being a fabric bag. We 
do not have the fabric bag folly 
insured yet, as we are stiH col¬ 
lecting information; we are 
close. We will be putting in the 
concrete design, winch is fully 
insurable over its life, which is 
an expected 5-0-60 years. 

Tire Aruba storage facility 
will be their first international 
project, and the second such fa¬ 
cility in the world The other is 
of a similar size located SO me¬ 
ters under Lake Ontario. 
Though the same capacity, 
1MGW, it provides only 2 
hours of power, because of the 
water depth. Situating the sto¬ 
rage deeper underwater means 
greater pressure an the com¬ 
pressed air, thus allowing for 
greater storage from die same 
sized field of containers 

Cameron Lewis originally 
conceptualized the system. He 
approached Mr. Van Wal¬ 
leghem, who is also an engi¬ 
neer, "with the idea on die back 
of a napkin " He co-founded die 
company with Mr. Lewis, die 
“true founder in 2010." Tiie 
idea came about by examining 
the operation of a wind farm in 
Ontario, considering a system 
of pumped hydro to make the 
system more efficient "Once 
we realized you can't make 
small pumped hydro," explains 
Mr. Van Wailegham," he then 
came up with the brilliant 
breakthrough of "what is the

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Dutch marines train together 
with French military on Aruba 


ORANJESTAD - The ex¬ 
change of knowledge about op¬ 
erating m tropical circum¬ 
stances and the reinforcement 
of the good relations between 
Hie Netherlands, Aruba and 
France is imp erative. Tha se are 
die mam priorities of die French 
military, that will start training 
this week on Aruba. The darn¬ 
ing is organized by die Dutch 
marine squadron in Savaneta 
and will last 4 days 

During this training, die 
French will get to know the ex¬ 
cellent training possibilities on 
Aruba They will overcome an 
obstacle course in the water; 


they will climb some rocks and 
will also conduct a tactical sce¬ 
nario. During tins scenario, die 
French military will act as pri¬ 
soners escaping of a war-camp 
They will be traced not only by 
the Dutch matures, but also by 
the Aruban police with their K- 
9 unit and helicopter. Together 
with the marines, die police will 
try to apprehend the escaped 
1111111317 and bring them back to 
camp.

The current multi-million 
dollar Hydrostor project on 
Aruba is a PPA arrangement 
similar to die Vader Piet Wind 
Farm. Hydrostor is building 
and will maintain the facility, 
while selling die energy to 
W.E.B. at a rate that will defin¬ 
itively reduce their cost of pro¬ 
ducing energy The contract is 
for a term of 30 years at a fixed 
energy rate It is on a pay per 
use b asi s, and if it isnt working 
W.E B. does not have to pay. 
The size of the system is set to 
work with Vader Ret to provide 
a steady flow when needed, 
with a pr oj ected 2A -hour p eno d 
recharge cycle, resulting peak 
performance and energy deliv¬ 
ery each day Ultimately, the 
purpose is to reduced energy 
rates on the island for die con¬ 
sumer Whether this is realized 
depends somewhat on the cost 
of oil, which is still required to 
run the diesel engines providing 
the largest percentage of the is¬ 
land's energy. As the cost of oil 
continues to use, it will, at very 
least, help to maintain consu¬ 
mer energy bills at present lev¬ 
els. Aruba, at 30 cents, now has 
one of the lowest per KWH 
costs of most islands in the 
Caribbean, but it is still prohib¬ 
itive to low income families 
and businesses W.E B man¬ 
agement announced during the 
conference that by 2015, with 
all its current projects, they ex¬ 
pect reliance on oil for energy 
will be reduced to only 40%. 
By 2020, W.E.B. will be 100% 
sustainable regarding energy 
production reliant only renew¬ 
able sources 

Since the recent conference 
is the "coming out party" of 
Hydrostor, the question of how 
they connected with Aruba for 
their first international project 
was asked. Mr Van Walleghem 
explained that the principle on 
which the system is based, the 
natural compression of the 
stored air, works best in deep 
water environments " For those 
facilities which are looking for 
storage in 50 meters of water or 
less, we recommend they go to 
batteries When you have deep 
watei nearby, and by that we 
mean 5 KLM within the loca¬ 


ste rage systems 

tion of a facility, we believe we 
are, by far, the best low cost so¬ 
lution for energy storage." 

TMN: So tins system is re¬ 
ally targeting a specific region, 
such as the Caribbean? 

CVW: We say the system is 
tailor-made for island nations, 
but I believe the statistic is that 
roughly two thirds of die 
world's population live in 
coastal communities Looking 
at the big cities of the world, 
most of them are on a coast, 
though they are not all very 
deep. Island do tend to be sur¬ 
rounded by very deep waters 
with little land mass They also 
have smaller electrical grids, so 
they are confronted with the in- 
termittency challenge much 
more than die inter-connected 
gilds Hus is why our primary 
focus is die Caribbean, and we 
are looking forward to partner¬ 
ing with the various utilities, 
project developers and govern¬ 
ments m die region" 

Presently, Hydrostor is ex¬ 
ploring their options for the 
construction of the concrete 
containers, which will then be 
hauled to die location and low¬ 
ered into the sea. They are con¬ 
sidering Aruban and regional 
contractors that will meet their 
manufacturing and cost param¬ 
eters They concede that pro¬ 
ducing die storage tanks as 
close to the project as possible 
is usually the most cost-effi¬ 
cient path 

Though the concept of un¬ 
derwater storage such as is pro¬ 
vided by Hydrostoi is relatively 
new, the technology deployed 
has been used and tested for 
several decades by other kinds 
of projects at great depths. Hie 
concept of placing concrete 
bunkers is not detrimental to die 
environment, as they have been 
found to be havens and attract 
se a h fe. A worl dwi de enteip use 
to reclaim reefs is based on 
placing small concrete domes 
in shallow waters, which soft, 
and hard corals anchor to, thus 
new reefs are 'Created. 

Hydrostor is also busy widi 
social and environmental impact 
studies, whipii .are coming out by 
die end of dus year, and finaliz¬ 
ing permits before beginning 
construction More about the 
company can be found on their 
website: wwwhydrosfcra ea.

DAMASCUS (AFP) - Gun¬ 
man abducted seven Interna¬ 
tional Committee of the Red 
Crass and Red Crescent staff 
on Sunday in Idlib province, 
one of the main theatres of 
Syria's brutal war, the ICRC 
said. 

It came as the Syrian Arab 
Red Crescent, or SAR.C, said 
it has evacuated 1,500 people 
within 24 hours from a Dam¬ 
ascus suburb that the army 
has besieged for months. 

A key opposition group 
said, meanwhile, that it would 
not attend any Geneva peace 
talks, a setback for a US- 
Russian proposal aimed at 
ending the 31-month conflict 


that has killed more than 
115,000 people. 

The aid walkers -- sue Red 
Cross staff and a SARC vol¬ 
unteer — were ' abducted tins 
morning by unidentified 
arnie d m en near S are qeb," tli e 
ICRC said in a statement. 

The statement did not give

Casualties were minimised 
after the biggest evacuation in 
the country's In story saw some 
one million people huddle in 
shelters and government build¬ 
ings as the ferocious storm 
took bold 

Seventeen people were 
killed m the state of Orissa and 
one person further south in the 
state of Andhra Pradesh, gov¬ 
ernment and disaster manage¬ 
ment officials said 

Some 600,000 people were 
left homeless in Grissa after 
the country's biggest cyclone 
in 14 years swept through 
14.000 villages, die state's spe¬ 
cial relief commissioner, 
Pradipta Kumar Mohapatra, 
told AFP 

Families, who only hours 
earlier fled to shelters, returned 
to discover what was left of 
their flimsy homes Many, 
holding their children, picked 


through the debns Others sim¬ 
ply sat. on the ground m their 
village clutching bags of pos¬ 
sessions 

The worst affected area, 
around the town of Gopalpur 
m Orissa where the eye of 
Pliaibn came ashore packing 
winds of 200 kilometres an 
hour (1 25 miles per hour), was 
still without power as emer¬ 
gency services rushed to help 
people living there. 

Hundreds of workers from 
the country's National Disaster 
Response Force fanned out 
across the region, clearing 
away fallen trees from roads, 
mangled power poles and 
other debris, a statement said 

Other reli e f workers di strib - 
uted foad at shelters and 
treated the injured, while au¬ 
thorities worked to restore 
power and other services. 

Some 1,000 people ma¬ 
rooned by the storm surge in a 


village m Andhra Pradesh 
were rescued by boat, a top 
disaster response official told a 
press conference 

At the same press confer¬ 
ence, vice chairman of the Na¬ 
tional Disaster Management 
Authority (NDMA) Mam 
Shashidhar Reddy put the total 
death toll slightly lower, at 14, 
with 13 killed in Orissa and 
one in Andhra Pradesh. 

He praised relief workers 
for keeping the "death tall to a 
bare minimum". 

More than 3,000 people 
were lolled m 1 999 when a cy¬ 
clone hit the same region, dev¬ 
astating crops and livestock. 
The area took years to recover. 

Tins time round, the mas¬ 
sive evacuation operation, 
which officials said was the

US Army seeks 'Iron Man' 
armor for commandos 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Army researchers are working 
on building hi-tech body 
armor that would give soldiers 
"superhuman strength* in a 
real-life version of the suit 
featuredm "Iron Man" films 

The blueprint for die "revo¬ 
lutionary" Tactical Assault 
Light Operator Suit (TALOS) 
would include an exoskeleton 
to allow a soldier to carry 
heavy equipment, built-in 
computing power, beefed up 
protection tD stop bullets and 
a system to monitor vital 
signs, officials said. 

US Special Operations 
Command, which oversees 
elite Navy SEAL and Army 
Ranger commandos, put out 
the call last month for re¬ 
search papers on potential 
technologies that a "smart" 
combat suit could incorporate. 

The request for “white pa¬ 
pers" will extend through Sep¬ 
tember 2014, and then 
commanders and defense offi¬ 
cials will weigh how to pro¬ 
ceed while taking into account 
growing pressures on the Pen¬ 
tagon budget, said spokesman 
Roger Teel of the Army's Re¬ 


search, Development and En¬ 
gineering Command, orRDE- 
COM. 

The new combat armor 
might also employ "liquid 
annor," reminiscent of the 
"Terminator" films, though 
the technology ts still m an 
early stage of development, 
Teel told AFP 

The liquid would transform 
into a solid if a magnetic or 
electrical charge was applied. 

TALOS "is an advanced in¬ 
fantry uniform that promises 
to provide superhuman 
strength with greater ballistic 
protection," according to an 
earlier statement from RDE- 
COM. 

In a crude animated demon¬ 
stration video released by the 
army oil haw the combat suit 
might operate, a soldier m sci¬ 
ence fiction-in spired gear 
stands in a doorway as bullets 
bounce off at close range 
from an unidentified enemy. 

The project's acronym, 
TALOS, refers to the automa¬ 
ton o f Greek mythology made 
of bronze that Zeus deploys to

TOKYO - Japan is looking to allow private sector funds and 
trust banks to manage a part of its $1.27-trillion pool of fo¬ 
reign exchange reserves in a drive to mana ge them better, a 
government source said yesterday. Until now the govern¬ 
ment has managed the foreign exchange reserv es itself, but 
its ability to do so has been stretched as the reserve roughly 
doubled over the past decade, thanks to massive yen- selling 
interventions to weaken Japan's currency. 

The government needs to clear legal hurdles on its use of 
foreign exchange assets if it wants to draft in the services of 
private financial institutions and will prop ose amending the 
law during a parliamentary session that begins on Tuesday. 

The government is now restricted to lending its foreign 
securities only to banks, but the new law will also permit 
brokerages to borrow securities, the source said, with the 
fees borrower s pay going to replenish government coffers.

LAS VEGAS (AFP) Timothy 
Bradley battled to a split-deci¬ 
sion triumph over Juan Manuel 
Marques on Saturday to retain 
his World Boxing Organization 
welterweight tide 
Bradley remained unbeaten, 
and denied 40-year-aid Mar¬ 
quez a world title in a fifth 
weight class. 

The bout featured the last 
two fighters to beat Filipino 
ring hero Manny Pacqmao 
going head-to-head in a close, 
tactical contest 
To the jeers of a pro-Marquez 
crowd at die Thomas and Mack 
Center, two judges awarded the 
bout to Bradley, lib-112 and 
115-113, while the thud judge 
saw it 115 -113 for M arquez 
Bradley almost sent Marquez 
down with a left hook in the 
closing seconds of the 13th 
The 30-year-old US cham¬ 
pion -- 10 years younger than 
Marquez - was the aggressor 
through much of the fight, but 
he avoided the land of brutal 
slugfest he endured in a unani¬ 
mous decision victory over 
Ruslan Provodnikov in March 
that left hnn nursing a concus¬ 
sion 

Even so, Bradley said tins 
decision offered no room for 
the kind of argument that 
greeted Ins controversial vic¬ 
tory over Pacqmao in June of 
last year. 

"He couldn't touch me," 
Bradley said "1 gave him a 
boxing lesson" 

Marquez kept it close, and 
rocked the champion m the 


ninth, insisting lie thought he'd 
done enough to earn the victory. 

"I know I did my j ob and I'm 
happy with what IVe done," 
said Marquez, who fell to 55-7 
with one drawn and 40 knock¬ 
outs "I landed the best shots.

Marquez is no stranger to 
di sapp oiritmg d ecisi ons H e en¬ 
dured two narrow defeats and a 
draw r against Pacqmao before 
stunning "Pac-Msn" with a 
sixth-round knockout in their 
fourth fightm December.
